Without yet reading the other enclosures, I want to 
make some sort of preliminary response to your request of April 1 
for some suggestion about a title for your archive project. 

The best we can come up with, on the basis of what we 
know, is "Government Dymamics Archive,® a variation of your own 
Government in Crisis. We understand the intent of Government 
in Crisis but fe&l it might be self -limiting sooner or later. 

Governamnt Dynamics is supposed to sound strong and 
noncommital, yet capable of suggesting — after one understands 
what it's about — that it implies not only the recognized 
dynamics at work in government but those which aren't fully 
recognized or understood, or even suspected. 

I'm anything but excited about this, and will 
let you know if anything turns up that looks better. 

Since the college is going co-ed, presumably there 
would be no point in singling out some feminine figure from 
early American history — this thought arising from a recollection 
that Barbara Frietchie was a local character. Perhaps some other 
historical figure or place could suggest a name. 

All this is said without having a very firm notion 
of what is involved — I'm sure you don't know yourself — but 
as usual we're willing to try. Perhaps some improvement or 
simplification of Government Dynamics will suggest itself, 
as I take it the main idea to be included would be what REALLY 
goes on in government.
